SHOULD BE ADEQUATE EOR EY 1978. (LINE 84 IS NOT REPEAT NOT 
A EURTHER REQUEST EOR POSITIONS, BUT IS MEANT TO SHOW THE TWO 
NEW POSITIONS APPROVED IN FY-1977 SUBSEQUENT TO 3/31/77;

CONSULAR SECTION ESTIMATES THAT IMMIGRANT VISA GROWTH HAS EINALLY

1. ADDITIONAL COMMENTS 
1. FRAUD 

THE USE OF FRAUD INVESTIGATIONS HAS EXPANDED CONSIDERABLY 
DURING THE LAST YEAR, MAINLY BECAUSE THE FRAUD UNIT IS NOW UNDER 
CONSULAR CONTROL AND MORE ACCESSIBLE TO CONSULAR AS WELL AS 
INS REQUESTS. VISA FRAUD REMAINS ALL PERVASIVE AND CONTINUES 
TO BE A MAJOR CONCERN OF ALL OFFICERS. FOR EXAMPLE, A GOOD 
PORTION OF AMERICAN SERVICES OFFICERS' TIME IS SPENT INTERVIEWING 
COUPLES WHO NEED EMBASSY NOTARIAL SERVICES IN ORDER TO MARRY 
IN KOREA. PURPOSE IS TO REFUSE NOTARIAL SERVICE TO A COUPLE 
WHICH IS ENTERING MARRIAGE TO FACILITATE IMMIGRATION. APPROXIMATELY 
65 COUPLES ARE INTERVIEWED PER MONTH WITH 5 BEING REFUSED. 

FRAUD UNIT HAS INVESTIGATED HIGH LOSS RATE OF "GREEN CARDS " 

AND NOW DOING VALIDATION STUDY ON RECIPIENTS OF FIANCEE VISAS. 

IT IS ALSO USED TO EXAMINE NON-lMMlGRANT B-1 APPLICANTS WHOSE 
CREDENTIALS ARE SUSPECT. FRAUD UNIT IS EXCELLENT TOOL FOR 
UNCLASSIFIED 

UNCLASSIFIED 
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CONSULAR SECTION AND IS FULLY USED. WE ARE NOT ASKING TO 
EXPAND UNIT AT THIS TIME AS WISH TO OBSERVE HOW IT WORKS WITH 
PRESENT STAFFING. FRAUD HERE IS, HOWEVER, GROWTH INDUSTRY. 
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2. SPECIAL IMMIGRANTS (SE-1) 

THERE HAS BEEN SIGNIFICANT INCREASE IN SPECIAL IMMIGRANT 
APPLICATIONS BY USG KOREAN EMPLOYEES WITH MORE THAN 15 YEARS OF 
SERVICE. PRIOR TO 1977 APPLICATIONS WERE LESS THAN 30 PER YEAR. 

AFTER PRESS SPECULATION OVER US TROOP WITHDRAWAL BEGAN, EMBASSY 
RECEIVED OVER 700 APPLICATIONS IN SPACE OF ABOUT 3 MONTHS. 
AMBASSADOR HAS ZSTABLISHED MISSION PANEL TO SCREEN APPLIQATIONS 
WITH CONSULAR OFFICER CHAIRING. ADMINISTRATION OF THIS SUDDEN 
INFLUX OF APPLICATIONS HAS CONSUMED CONSIDERABLY MANHOURS OF 
THE VISA UNIT CHIEF AND SUPPORTING LOCAL EMPLOYEES. 

3. LANGUAGE DIFFICULTIES 

MAJOR PROBLEM IN SECTION IS KOREAN LANGUAGE. A) IT IS IMPOSSIBLE 
TO USE COUNTER-TYPE PRODUCTION LINE FOR CONSULAR OFFICERS 
INTERVIEWING NON-IMMIGRANT APPLICANTS SINCE INTERPRETER MUST 
BE USED IN MAJORITY OF CASES. SAME APPLIES TO IMMIGRANT 
INTERVIEWS. OF ELEVEN OFFICERS ONLY ONE IS USUALLY LAGUAGE 
OFFICER AND, BY TIME HIS/HER KOREAN IS USEFUL, OFFICER IS 
EITHER TRANSFERRED OUT OF SECTION OR OUT OF COUNTRY. BECAUSE OF 
DIFFICULT NATURE OF LANGUAGE IT IS DOUBTFUL SITUATION WILL 
CHANGE. B) THERE IS NO ACCEPTED TRANSLATION FOR KOREAN 
NAMES, FOR EXAMPLE, THE NAME OF LEE CAN BE SPELLED YI, THEE, 

YEE, OR THE LIKE. FILING IS A NIGHTMARE AND RETRIEVAL IS 
SLOW. 

4. AUTOMATION/MECHANIZATION 

EMBASSY IS INVESTIGATING POSSIBLE USE OF COMPUTER TO HELP 
WITH PROBLEM CITED IN PRECEDING PARAGRAPH. BECAUSE OF HIGH 
INCIDENCE OF FRAUD AND CONSEQUENT NEED TO KEEP ISSUED VISA 
FILES AVAILABLE FOR INVESTIGATIONS, SECTION HAS MAJOR STORAGE 
PROBLEM. WE ARE STUDYING POSSIBLE USE OF MICROFICHE FOR FILES 
OF ISSUED VISAS TO HELP AS A FIRST STEP. SECTION IS RIPE FOR 
UNCLASSIFIED

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AUTOMATION BECAUSE OF VOLUME AND COMPLEXITIES CAUSED BY KOREAN

A) THE EMBASSY HAS A PROBLEM WITH PROMPT NOTIPICATION OP 
ARRESTED USC'S, THE TIME VARYING FROM FOUR HOURS TO ELEVEN 
DAYS IN TWO RECENT CASES. THE EMBASSY HAS SENT SEVERAL NOTES 
TO THE ROKG WITHOUT SIGNIPICANT IMPROVEMENT. AT THE PRESENT 
TIME THE WITHDRAWAL OF AMERICAN GROUND PORCES IS PLANNED. 
WHETHER THIS WILL CAUSE A RISE OR DECLINE IN THE NUMBER OP 
AMERICAN CIVILIAN ARREST CASES IS STILL NOT KNOWN, BUT RECENT 
ARRESTS INDICATE THAT THE RATE MAY INCREASE AS TROOPS ARE 
WITHDRAWN AND CERTAIN US CIVILIANS WHO HAVE MAINTAINED MARGINAL 
EXISTENCE BY SEMI-LEGAL ACTIVITIES OR BY THE BLACK MARKET 
BECOME MORE EXPOSED. 

B) PROTECTION PROBLEMS - THERE HAVE BEEN NO FORMAL COMPLAINTS 
OF MISTREATMENT OP USC'S AND SERVERAL PRISONERS HAVE POINTED 
OUT THAT THEY ARE TREATED BETTER THAN KOREAN PRISONERS. THIS 
APPEARS TO BE TRUE FROM NUMEROUS VISITS TO DETAINED AMERICANS. 
KOREAN NATIONAL POLICE (KNP) AUTHORITIES ARE GENERALLY VERY 
ZCOOPERATIVE AND HELPPUL ONCE THEY HAVE FORMALLY NOTIFIED 
THE EMBSSY OP THE ARREST OP A USC. 

THERE HAVE BEEN NO OCCASIONS IN THE PAST YEAR WHEN CONSULAR 
VISITATION WAS REPUSED.
